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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive. 

Claim 4 and 5 remain rejected under 35 USC 112, 1st paragraph for the reasons set forth in the Office Action dated December 29, 2008. 
Most notably, while the examiner agrees that Applicant has provided evidence of the general or relative requirements of the RNA molecules 
responsible for enhancing amplification of PrPSc (now potential claim amendments) (pg. 7, lines 15-25, "greater than 100,000 MW" and 
"may contain a poly(a) tail"; pg. 9-10, including ranges of polynucleotides lengths and natural sources), such evidence does not constitute 
even one absolute molecular structure of the claimed characteristic. 

With specific regard to the sections of the specification highlighted by Applicant as providing support for the potential claim amendments 
(specification pg. 6-7), the examiner can find no evidence that every single molecule within the poly(a)-, >300 nucleotide fraction, enhanced 
the amplification of PrPSc. 

Furthermore, the potential amendments raise new issues under 35 USC 112, 2nd paragraph, as the metes and bounds of the claims are 
indefinite because it is unclear whether the ribonucleic acid molecules may or may not contain any stretch of poly(a), i.e. it is unclear what 
constitutes a poly(a) minus polynucleotide. 

Moreover, if Applicant intends the claimed composition to encompass strictly poly(a) minus RNA molecules, it is believed the specification 
continues to lack the proper description of such a composition. 
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
